The Linguistic Society of America held its Sixth Special Summer Meeting 
at the University of Wisconsin on Friday and Saturday, July 16-17, 1943, in 
conjunction with the session of the Linguistic Institute on the campus of the 
University. All sessions of the meeting were held in Room 212, Bascom Hall. 

Many of the members attending the meeting accepted the invitation to arrive 
somewhat in advance of the sessions, or to stay over after their conclusion, in 
order to attend classes and see the Linguistic Institute in operation, as well as 
to attend the lectures and conferences on linguistic subjects which had been 
arranged for the days immediately before and after the meeting.

THE First Session was held on the afternoon of Friday, July 16. Mr. Einar 
Haugen, Director of the Linguistic Institute, called the meeting to order at 
2:05 p.m. and presided throughout the session. About 55 persons were present. 

President C. A. Dykstra of the University of Wisconsin extended a cordial 
welcome on behalf of the University to the visiting members of the Society and 
the guests. 

Papers 1-6 were presented and discussed. 

The Chairman appointed as Committee on Resolutions Mr. William J. Gedney, 
chairman; Miss Mary Haas and Mr. Henning Larsen. . 

Mr. Cowan explained arrangements for the informal subscription dinner at 
the Wisconsin Union. Mr. Joos made an announcement about subscriptions 
and contributions to Studies in Linguistics. The meeting adjourned at 4:45 p.m. 

THE SECOND SEssION was called to order by Mr. Haugen at 7:30 p.m. About 
50 persons were present. 

Papers 7-10 were presented and discussed. The meeting adjourned at 9:50. 

Tue THIRD SEsSION, a joint session with the American Dialect Society, was 
held on the morning of Saturday, July 17. The meeting was called to order at 
9:00 a.m. by Mr. F. G. Cassidy, who presided during the program planned by 
the American Dialect Society. After presentation and discussion of papers 
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11-13, the chair was assumed by Miss E. A. Hahn, who presided for the remainder 

of the meeting. Papers 14-16 were presented and discussed. Paper 17 was 

presented by title. 

; Mr. Gedney, chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, presented the follow- 
ing report, which was unanimously adopted:

REPORTS 
OF OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES 1943 


Report of the Secretary, J. M. Cowan: 


The membership statistics are as follows: Starting 1942 there were 585 members, apart 
from Honorary Members, of whom 2 died during the year (Renward Brandstetter, Franz 
Boas); 28 presented their resignations effective at the end of 1942 and 4 returned publica- 
tions of 1942, submitting resignations effective at the end of 1941 (1941: Clara Allison, E. 
Gottlieb, L. Waterman, N. L. Willey; 1942: H. B. Carnes, E. D. Cressman, A. L. Davis, C. J. 
Donahue, P-L. Faye, Margaret Fisher, M. D. Follin, J.D. M. Ford, C. W. Friedman, Mar- 
garet Herr, K. H. Jackson, W. A. L. Johnson, E. Joliat, G. D. Kellogg, J. M. Kelly, J. J. 
Lund, E. D. Myers, Louise Pound, W. Roach, E. E. Roedder, H. A. Rositzke, W. O. Ross, 
R. Shafer, Sister M. A. Stanislaus, Sister M.S. Muldowney, J. F. Sullivan, J. Wohlberg, D. 
R. Woodworth) ; 31 were dropped for non-payment of dues during 1941 and 1942. The net 
membership with which the Society started 1943 was therefore 520; the increase in member- 
ship for 1943 is 43; one Active Member became a Life Member in 1943.

Report of the Secretary on behalf of the Executive Committee: 


During the year the Executive Committee, acting by correspondence, elected to member- 
ship the lists of nominees published in LaneuaGeE as elected in 1943; considered an appeal 
of the Office of Defense Transportation for cancellation of meetings and voted not to hold 
an annual meeting of the Society in 1943; took appropriate steps to provide for a mail ballot 
election of officers for 1944; approved affiliation of the Society with the Inter-American Soci- 
ety of Anthropology and Geography; voted to increase the editor’s allowance from $200 to 
$300 per annum in view of the increased publication program of the Society as a result of the 
Society’s participating jointly with the Intensive Language Program of the American 
Council of Learned Societies in the publication of language text books for use in the Armed 
Forces; voted to assume the responsibility for the publication of future volumes of 
the Linguistic Atlas of the United States and Canada, providing the expense of such an en- 
terprise is entirely underwritten by the American Council of Learned Societies or some 
other body. Mr. W. F.Twaddell, who had been appointed director of the Linguistic Insti- 
tute for 1943, recommended to the Executive Committee as members of an Administrative 
Committee of the Linguistic Institute Messrs. E. H. Sturtevant, Associate Director; Einar 
Haugen, Myles Dillon, Miles Hanley, J. H. Herriott. Subsequently, Mr. Twaddell was 
forced to resign as director because his services were needed in the Army’s language 
training programs. Mr. Einar Haugen was appointed director in his place, but Mr. 
Twaddell was retained on the Committee. 

Mr. Robinson, as president, and with Executive Committee approval, appointed Mr. W. 
F. Twaddell as delegate to the American Council of Learned Societies, serving through 1946; 
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appointed Mr. Hans Kurath to the Standing Committee on Research, serving through Feb- 
ruary 1, 1946; appointed Mr. George Herzog as delegate to the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science; appointed Mr. E. H. Sehrt as delegate to the American Documen- 
tation Institute; appointed Mr. Norman A. McQuown as delegate to the Mexican Council 
for Indigenous Languages; appointed Mr. J. M. Cowan as Councillor of the Inter-American 
Society of Anthropology and Geology. 

The Executive Committee held a special meeting on Thursday afternoon, June 15, 1944, 
in the Hall of Graduate Studies at Yale University. Present, Mr. Kemp Malone, presiding; 
Mr. J. M. Cowan, Secretary; Mr. Y. R. Chao, Miss Edith Claflin, Mr. Hans Kurath, Mr. E. 
H. Sturtevant as proxy for Miss Mary Haas, Mr. Leonard Bloomfield as proxy for Mr. A. H. 
Marckwardt; also, by constitutional provision, Miss E. A, Hahn, Mr. Franklin Edgerton 
(these without vote); and Mr. Bernard Bloch by invitation. The Executive Committee 
received from the Secretary the report that no additional nominations of officers for 1944 had 
been received as a result of the mail ballot, and that failing additional nominations, the bal- 
lots provided affirmative votes for the candidates nominated by the Nominating Committee. 

The Executive Committee ratified the vote by ballot of the membership of the Society.

The following actions were taken by the Executive Committee in the special meeting: 

1. Received the Secretary’s report and ordered it recorded. 

2. Received the preliminary form of the Treasurer’s report and ordered the complete re- 
port to be distributed by mail to the Committee, and upon approval to be recorded. : 

3. Elected to membership the members-elect since the previous list published in 
LANGUAGE. 

4. Voted to continue the personnel of the Administrative Committee of the Linguistic 
Institute in 1944 with the addition of Mr. J. M. Cowan, as Associate Director. 

5. Voted to accept the invitation of the University of Wisconsin to conduct the Linguistic 
Institute of 1944 as a part of the University’s summer session, on terms which had 
been agreed upon by the University and the Society’s officers. 

6. Voted to empower the Treasurer of the Society to pay to the University of Wisconsin 
for the purpose of bringing special lecturers to the Linguistic Institute, asum not exceeding 
the amount standing on the books of the Society on June 1, 1944, to the credit of the current 
funds of the Linguistic Institute. 

7. Recommended that the President reappoint the Committee on the Place of the Lingu- 
istic Institute. 

8. Voted to hold a special summer meeting of the Society at Madison during the 1944 ses- 
sion of the Linguistic Institute. 

9. Received and ordered recorded the reports of the Officers and Committees published 
below. 

10. Received from Miss Hahn a resolution which had been unanimously adopted at a 
meeting of linguists held in New York, Saturday evening, January 8, 1944, as follows: 

‘It is the sense of those present at this meeting that a scientific committee should make a 
factual investigation of Basic English and recommend action to the Linguistic Society of 
America and other organizations. 

‘The meeting asks the Linguistic Society of America to appoint such a committee.’ 

The resolution was tabled. The Executive Committee, however, prepared the following 
statement with regard to the resolution: 

‘The Executive Committee has seen the resolution passed by a meeting of linguists. It 
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is the opinion of the Committee that investigations of all scholarly questions, including the 
one proposed, had better be undertaken by individual scholars, and that their conclusions 
should be accepted or rejected by other scholars solely in accordance with the weight of ar- 
guments presented. The Committee does not see that a vote of the Linguistic Society of 
America or of any other body ought to, or in fact could, have any bearing on the settlement 
of this or any other scholarly question.’

Report of the Standing Committee on Research, by Franklin Edgerton, 
chairman: 


During the year 1943 the Committee has been asked to consider and report on only one 
work: The Athetized Lines of the Iliad by G. M. Bolling. The committee recommended 
this work heartily, and its publication has been subsidized by the American Council of 
Learned Societies. 


Report of the Committee on Endowment for the Linguistic Institute, by 
Franklin Edgerton, chairman: 


During the calendar year 1943, pledges amounting to $55.00 have been paid to the Endow- 
ment Fund of the Linguistic Institute. This brings the total collected during the current 
campaign to $2,231.95. 


Report of the Director of the Linguistic Institute for 1943, Einar Haugen: 


The faculty of this year’s Institute consisted of Karl G. Bottke, Myles Dillon, Miles Han- 
ley, Einar Haugen, R-M. 8. Heffner, Lloyd A. Kasten, and Edmund Zawacki, all from the 
University of Wisconsin; and, as visitors from other universities, W. F. Albright, Johns 
Hopkins University; J.H. Bonfante, Princeton University; Murray B. Emeneau, University 
of California; Mary R. Haas, University of Michigan; and E. H. Sturtevant, Yale Univer- 
sity. Einar Haugen was director of the Institute, E. H. Sturtevant was associate director. 

Courses were given in such general linguistic fields as Introduction to Linguistic Science, 
Linguistic Field Methods, and Linguistic Geography. There were three separate courses 
in phonetics and courses covering the fields of Scandinavian languages, Latin, Greek, Semit- 
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ics, and Germanic. Among the unusual languages in which instruction was offered were 
Thai, Old Irish, Arabic, Sanskrit, Hittite, Polish, and Portuguese. 

The most popular course of the session was Professor Sturtevant’s Introduction to Lin- 
guistic Science, regularly attended by thirty-five to forty students. The total number of per- 
sons attending the various courses was approximately seventy. In addition a large number 
of visitors attended the public lectures and luncheon discussions held in connection with the 
Institute and the meetings of the Linguistic Society during the weekend of July 16- 
17. Evening lectures were given by W. F. Albright, M. B. Emeneau, Helge Kékeritz, J. M. 
Cowan, L. D. Turner, and R. L. Ramsay. Luncheon discussions were conducted by E. H. 
Sturtevant, Mary R. Haas, M. B. Emeneau, H. Penzl, R. Wellek, E. Haugen, M. L. Hanley, 
M. Dillon, E. Adelaide Hahn, J. M. Cowan. 

The students who attended the sessions of the Institute showed great eagerness and en- 
thusiasm and were unanimous in declaring that they wished the Institute might have lasted 
longer. Many of them expressed regret that they and their friends had not known of the 
Institute earlier in the season, so that the attendance might have been considerably 
increased. 

Some students came primarily for the purpose of learning particular languages so that 
they might be able to use them as teachers or otherwise. Advanced courses in German, 
Elementary Portuguese, and Polish taught by the intensive method were among the courses 
that attracted students. A member of the last-named course declared, ‘‘I should be happy 
if the opportunity presented itself for me to teach the language or use it in some other way in 
addition to its helping me to enjoy reading Polish literature.’? Among those whose interest 
in language had an immediate objective were those who expect to make a direct contribution 
to the war effort and reconstruction. One student declared that she was ‘‘especially inter- 
ested in work in Poland after the war.’’ Another wanted to learn Thai (Siamese) 
for possible use for an army appointment. An instructor in the German Department at 
Queens’ College came ‘‘primarily to see the intensive method of language teaching in opera- 
tion, to be better able to judge its value for the teaching of modern foreign language.’’ She 
was compelled to leave the courses of the Institute a week early in order to return to her col- 
lege for army instruction which opened on the 9th of August. An associate professor 
of English from the State University of Iowa was here because the army had asked him to 
set up a course in the Czech language at his university. He was able to do this because he 
could come to the courses both of the Institute and of the Army Specialized Training Pro- 
gram now in operation at Wisconsin. A similar commission in Bulgarian had been given to 
an instructor in the University of Denver, a woman born in Sofia, Bulgaria, who once taught 
in the schools of Constantinople. An assistant professor of German at the University of 
Illinois took the course in Thai “‘in order to get familiar with the method of teaching unusual 
languages by using a native informant as assistant in classroom work.’”’ He has been work- 
ing on the language of Afghanistan because of the possibility that he may have to teach it to 
American soldiers. 

Another group of students are those whose work does not relate immediately to the war 
effort but comtemplates an addition to knowledge concerning language by field work on the 
dialects of their native country. One of these was a graduate student of the University of 
Chicago who is doing a thesis on the subject, ‘“The Dialect of the Island of Jamaica.”” A 
native of South America, from Colombia, who will be professor of Spanish at the Superior 
Normal School at Bogot4, plans to study the Spanish American dialects of his country. An- 
other student plans to do the same with Indian tribes in the country of Colombia. A Negro 
woman teacher from a southern college attended the courses in English phonetics and lin- 
guistic geography in order to study the speech of her people in the deep South. A Basque 
speaker from Spain plans to carry on research in his native language both among immigrants 
in this country and in his native land when Fascism is overthrown. 

An important aspect of the Linguistic Institute is that it brings together leading scholars 
and teachers. Among these may be listed a Ph.D. of the University of Leyden in Holland 
who is now teaching Romance languages and Russian at Black Mountain College in North 
Carolina. Another is associate professor of German at Wheaton College, Wheaton, Illinois, 
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and is about to introduce courses in linguistics at his college. Another is an associate pro- 
fessor of French at Bryn Mawr College who wished to ‘‘get a first-hand knowledge of the in- 
tensive method and the possibility of applying it to our ordinary teaching of language at 
college.”” Another visitor was the chairman of the Department of English at Brooklyn Col- 
lege, Brooklyn, New York, who wished to “‘keep up with the current trends and increase my 
knowledge.”’ 

Probably the greatest number of students have come because of previous interest in the 
field and a desire to meet its leading scholars. A Chinese scholar, a member of the Institute 
for Advanced Study at Princeton University and holder of an M.A. degree from Ox- 
ford University, gave as his reasons for coming to the Institute: ‘First, to meet linguists 
and hear how they discuss various problems connected with language and secondly, to get 
acquainted with modern techniques of analyzing a foreign language.’’ A research assistant 
in Spanish at the University of Wisconsin insisted that ‘‘my main good from attending the 
sessions of the Linguistic Institute comes not so much from isolated courses but rather from 
the association with other people in the field.’”” A teacher of Latin and English in the high 
schools of Michigan felt ‘‘that I should be a more effective teacher because of the insight the 
lectures and readings are giving me.”’ A graduate student at Yale University states that 
she was interested in supplementing her work in ancient languages ‘‘with the study of a 
modern language, especially one which might prove useful to the war effort.”’ A graduate 
student at Hunter College, New York City, says that ‘“‘I had never expected to find such 
consistently stimulating teachers and scholars. I needed the Institute to restore my faith 
in teachers and scholars.’”’ An instructor in German at Hollins College, Virginia, declared 
that ‘‘such study is necessary and useful for the proper teaching of modern languages.’”’ A 
specialist in the languages of Turkey and Russia, now working for a Ph.D. in Eastern Euro- 
pean languages at Columbia University, came ‘“‘in order to get acquainted with the field 
method of studying languages.’”’ An associate professor of modern languages at the Univer- 
sity of Brazil, working for a doctorate at Columbia University, will be teaching Portuguese 
at Columbia University this fall. A graduate student in the University of Chicago praised 
‘particularly ‘‘the chance to talk freely with the outstanding scholars in linguistics in the 
United States.’”’ She insisted that ‘‘this is of more value to me than any straight course in 
university classes.”’” An undergraduate at Hunter College says that “‘if it has done nothing 
else, it has helped me to make up my mind as to what is to be my field of graduate study.” 
A teacher of German and New Testament Greek at Anderson College in Indiana found that 
she was “‘getting a fuller understanding on many questions that constantly come up in lan- 
guage teaching.”” A teacher of music from Tucson, Arizona, came simply because he enjoys 
linguistics: ‘‘it gives me rest and relaxation and keeps my mind alert.’’ 

As will be seen, the variety of opinions expressed by students who attended the Institute 
may be summed up in unanimous praise at the opportunities which it offered in special fields 
and the stimulus to further study which it offered through contacts with outstanding 
scholars. In aday when America is waking up to the fact that it is no longer isolated, this 
renaissance of interest in remote languages and the principles of linguistic science is of deep 
significance. Our civilization will be the richer for it, and the University of Wisconsin is 
happy to have ashare in the promotion of this spirit. 


Report of the Delegates to the American Council of Learned Societies, George 
S. Lane and W. Freeman Twaddell: 


The twenty-fifth meeting of the Council was held in the Hotel Pennsylvania, New York 
City, January 28 and 29, 1943. Both your delegates were present. 

Much of the discussion centered on the functions of the Council in a nation at war. Of 
particular interest to the members of the Linguistic Society in this connection is, of course, 
the Intensive Language Program of which its secretary, Dr. J. M. Cowan, is the director. 
Mr. Cowan made a report to the Council on the activities of the Program up to that time. 
A printed Report of the First Year’s Operation of the Intensive Language Program was 
placed in the hands of the delegates. 

The past year (1943) has seen considerable change in the program, in as much as it has 
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turned from a purely civilian enterprise working in conjunction with the Universities, more 
in the direction of close cooperation with the language teaching enterprises of the Army it- 
self, such as the Foreign Area and Language study of the ASTP, the Language Program of 
the Education Branch of the Special Service Division, the Civil Affairs Specialists Program 
of the Provost Marshal General’s Office, and even with the Division of Military Intelligence. 
In this manner the Intensive Language Program and the Army’s Language Programs have 
tended to become a combined effort, and particularly so in the production of Army materials 
for teaching foreign languages. 

It is hoped that a complete report of the Program by its director may be made available 
to the members of the Society. 

The Linguistic Institute at Madison again received the sympathetic support of the Coun- 
cil, as it has in the past, in the form of scholarships for study at the Institute. A report by 
the Director appears separately in this Bulletin. 

The Director of the Linguistic Atlas, Mr. Kurath, has reported that the final parts of the 
New England Atlas (Vol. III, pts. 1 and 2) have been published and, of the South- 
ern material, manuscripts of about seventy-five maps have been prepared in the course of 
the year. The Atlas has been in the past a matter of intense concern to the Council and has 
received its generous support. It is earnestly hoped and assumed that it will in the future. 

It should be of interest for the members to note that their Society has been represented 
on the offices of the Council by the Chairman, F. N. Robinson, by members of the Advisory 
Board, E. H. Sturtevant, and of the Executive Committee, F. Edgerton. 


Report of the Delegate to the American Documentation Institute, Edward H. 
Sehrt: 


As representative of the Society on the Board of the American Documentation Institute, 
I beg to report that no linguistic work was published in microfilm in 1943. 


Report of the Councillor of the Inter-American Society of Anthropology and 


Geography, J. M. Cowan: 


This new society is still in the process of organization and its affairs are being conducted 
by a Temporary Organizing Committee. During the calendar year 1943 four numbers of a 
quarterly journal, Acta Americana, constituting volume 1 (549 pp.), were issued. Tempor- 
ary statutes of the society are published in volume 1, no. 3, pages 425-433. It is hoped that 
the society will, when it is established on a sound operating basis, devote the appropriate 
amount of interest to linguistic matters so that the affiliation of our Society with it may be 
a fruitful one.

ADDENDUM TO SECRETARY’S REPORT 


The domestic Library Subscriptions have increased from 118 to 131, by a gain of 14 anda 
loss of 1; but foreign subscriptions have decreased from 32 to 21 by a = 3 and a loss 
of 14. The American Library Association purchased 45 subscriptions to GUAGE for 1943. 
These are to be stored by the Society and distributed at the direction of the Association’s 
Committee on Libraries in War Areas after the cessation of hostilities. 

The exchange and copies for review are 10 domestic and 14 foreign at the end of 1943. 

There are 45 members in the Group for American Indian Linguistics. 
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
